W ashington, Dec. l l . — T h e first im­ 
portant measure which will receive at­ 
tention of the senate will be the; Pana 
ma 
canal 
emergency 
appropriation 
bill, and its consideration will begin 
this week. Some senators predict that 
it will become a law before the close 
of th e week, blit others have expressed 
the opinion that final action will he 
deferred 
until the 
week following. 
T he re will be no effort to prevent the 
p assage of the bill in some shape, but 
there will be some opposition to the 
proposed restoration of the $5,500,000 
subtracted 
by the 
house from 
the 
am ou n t to be appropriated. 
Regard­ 
less of the sum the bill will be utilized 
as a basis for the general discussion 
of the canal question. 
It. is expected 
that tho debate will deal largely with 
the question as to w h e th e r the canal 
shall he constructed on the sea level. 
T he re is some conflict of opinion as to 
w h e th e r the bill shall be referred to 
the committee on appropriations or to 
the committee on interoceanic canals. 
T he 
general 
expectation is 
that 
there will be comparatively little ad­ 
ditional legislation before th e Christ­ 
m as holidays. 
Several ce her m easures will br vie- 
Orem sly pushed during tho session, but 
with the exception of the merchant 
m arin e bill the sponsors of th e bills do 
not count upon getting early consid­ 
eration. 
Senator Galliner will call up 
th<> merchant marine bill at the first 
opportunity and is hopeful that action 
will not 
be long delayed.

one 
counts 
upon even getting

from committees on the railroad rate 
bill until some time after th e holidays. 
T he three 
measures mentioned 
are 
considered the most im p o rtan t that 
will come before the senate during the 
session and they will receive much at­ 
tention until they are finally disposed 
of. 
T he consideration by the senate

and the 
bill for the reduction of the duty on 
Philippine importations into the Unit­ 
ed States 
will necessarily 
be post­ 
pone I until after 
the holidays.

one now expects any effort to modify 
the tariff unless 
in the direction of 
Senator Lodge’s bill 
providing for a

Massachusetts

Some 
have endeavored t » locate it by the 
fruits an d mineral productions named 
iii tin* biblical descriptions us they a p ­ 
pear in tin* second chapter of Genesis;

Tho weight of investigation 
and tradition inclines to ail agreement 
that the Tigris and the E uphrates of 
modern geography are the third and 
fourth rivers mentioned in the Biblical 
description of the* garden. 
Those who 
agree so far differ widely as to what 
rivers should now be regarded as the 
ancient Rison and Gilion. 
The B u d ­ 
dhistic scholars, although they reject 
our Bible in the greater purt, incline to 
the* opinion that the* Rison is the sacred 
Ganges, and that the Gilion is none 
other th a n the Nile. 
As to tin* last, it 
is altogether probable that they are 
c o r n e t on th at point, because the* Bibli­ 
cal account plainly says that Gihon 
“compasseth tin* whole* land of Ethi­ 
opia.” 
Some* 
investigations 
confirm 
that 
Edon w as a spot of comparatively 
small area located on the tablelands of 
w hat is now Armenia, from which rise 
the Tigris aud the Euphrates. 
A few 
scholars c f distinction argue that the 
Adaiuic paradise was located in Africa 
in tho vicinity of the mountains of the 
Moon. 
Still another school of oriental­ 
ists locate tho celebrated gard en in t h e* 
vicinity of tin* ancient city of Babylon. 
You will notice, however, th a t none 
of those the crisis has been aide to g'*t 
the* four rivers mentioned in tin* Bib­ 
lical account properly located. Neither 
have they found a place where one 
great river “separates into fo u r heads.” 
This being the case, it is hardly neces­ 
sary to add that the exact location of 
E den is a mystery th a t will probably 
never be solved.

In winter the water 
collected in the hollows and crevices 
becomes frozen and, expanding as it 
changes into ice, acts like a charge of 
blasting material in breaking up the 
rock.

A wonderful geological event has re­ 
cently taken place about Longpine, in 
tile suiid hills of Nebraska. 
A great 
new river of clour water, rivaling the 
Niobrara, the Elkhorn and the Platte 
rivers, has suddenly sprung into exist­ 
ence and is even now* working its way 
southeastward to the M issouri river, 
says a special dispatch from Longpine, 
Neb., to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
Already the new river is more than lot) 
miles long. and its w aters lire slowly 
going forward to an outlet to the gulf. 
In some places New river, as it is call­ 
ed, is half a mile wide, while iii others 
it is only a few rods. 
Its depth varies 
from a few feet to fifty feet. 
The w ater by which the stream is 
fed is supposed to come from th** great 
underground flow of water from Hie 
Rocky m ountains eastw ard to the Mis­ 
souri. 
The phenomenon has attracted 
a great deal of attention from scientific 
in**n in the stat**, and the University of 
Nebraska is preparing to make a thor­ 
ough and exhaustive search into the 
reasons 
which 
fed the underground 
stream to burst forth. 
New river takes its rise iii the east­ 
ern part of Cherry county and flows 
toward the southeast, passing through 
Brown, 
Rock, Holt and portions of 
W heeler and Antelope counties. 
At 
present it lins reached a point In north­ 
western Boone county and is slowly 
creeping eastward toward the Missouri 
river. 
Th** country New river travels Is 
mostly “sand hills”—a range of sand 
dunes extending from South Dakota 
clear across Nebraska aud covered witli 
scant vegetation iii tin* shape of sage­ 
brush and buffalo grass. 
There ar** no 
springs or stream s in til** sand hills, but 
flowing artesian w ells of first class 
clear w ater can be secured at any point 
in the hills at a depth of from fifteen to 
fifty feet. 
Geologically there is a strong dip in 
the strata from th** Rockies to tin* Mis- ; 
souri river, and below this strata it has 
long been known that there w as a 
strong and heavy flow of water. 
'Ibis 
strata seem s to have given way in 
many places, due t > som e underground 
convulsion, and the water beneath has 
been permitted to gush out. 
Betw een the sand *liin**s there are 
small valleys, and down those the river 
is taking its course. 
Each valley or de­ 
pression must be filled to overflowing 
before the stream can go onward. 
And 
once over the rim of one of these de­ 
pressions (which are from ten to fifty 
feet deep) the next valley is attacked 
ami filled by tin* w ater before the 
stream enters the next one. 
The front 
of the river is traveling at a rate of 
tin’**** or four m iles each day and was 
recently 150 miles long and about forty 
days old. 
Very little rain falls in the sand hills 
except during the spring, and the cat­ 
tle which roam over the hills m ust be 
driven far to water unless there hap-

From that start the stream has work­ 
ed Its w ay forward. 
It seem ed that 
the coming of th** w ater had some m ys­ 
terious effect upon the underflow men­ 
tioned, for each additional depression, 
as soon as the river reached it, w as Im­ 
mediately fed by underground springs, 
and the entire surface of the river is 
covered with bubbles, which break as 
they reach the surface. 
Tile water is 
clear and cool and not muddy. 
All over the section traversed by New 
river artesian w ells abound. 
The drill 
never fails to produce a flowing w ell 
in any of the counties of Boyd, Brown 
and Cherry. 
This only show s tho tre­ 
mendous flow of water very near tho 
surface In this territory. 
Should th** 
flow of water cease as quickly as it be­ 
gun it would probably be years before 
ill the water in the course now would 
seep into the ground. 
Just what effect this new stream will 
have on th** surrounding country is a 
question which Is exciting much dis­ 
cussion. 
It flows through the “short 
grass” country, where, for lack of wa 
tor, then* has been little or no farm­ 
ing, through a land which has been 
given over to grazing oceans** no rain 
fell in the summer.

An armored automobile “galloping 
across broken country, leaping ditches 
like a hunting horse, impenetrable to 
Ethel bullets and shrapnel, tiring its 
hidden buttery at the rate of boo rounds 
Iii sixty seconds, mowing down a bat 
talion of Infantry in two minutes and 
wiping out a squadron of dragoons at 
a hundred yard range. 
Such is the 
thing of terror with which the French 
army is providing itself, says a Baris 
correspondent of the New York Amer­ 
ica ii and Journal. 
This sounds, I know, like the ro­ 
mances of our late Jules Verne or the 
English M. Wells, but it is all plain 
military fact, as witness these details 
which M. George Lefevre now makes 
public in Le Vie au Grand Air. 
An order for twenty of these war 
chariots has been placed by the French 
government with a French limn 
This 
order follows a series of experiments 
conducted with great secrecy on a held 
of military maneuvers and of which 
M. Lefevre was a witness. 
To these 
experiments ail the heads of the mili­ 
tary departm ents wen* invited by card.

Mexican of 
great wealth who was much interested 
in the subject made a trip to Madrid 
to search for data on the subject. He 
found absolutely nothing to prove that 
such a mine had ever been worked by 
the crown of Spain, and there is noth­ 
ing in Mexican archives to establish 
the facts. Quite as trustworthy as the 
written documents are the traditions 
among the Bima Indians. They main­ 
tain that Taiopa exists and a 
few 
claim to know its whereabouts. Small 
quantities of very rich ore are occa­ 
sionally sold at tin* mountain mining 
! camps, but all attempts to follow the 
Indians to the spot where it is found 
I or to bribe them to reveal it have been 
I unavailing. Their w an ts are few, and 
they believe that should they reveal 
the secret they would drop (lead. About 
six years ago an old Bima chief fell ill 
iii one of the valley pueblos and was 
cured 
by a 
Mexican 
lady so well 
known and universally respected that 
her statem ent is taken without ques­ 
tion. 
The old Indian returned to bis 
tribe and from time to time sent his 
benefactress rich hits of ore which 
assayed thousands of dollars to the 
ton. 
All lier efforts to get him to lead her 
to the mine wert* fruitless, for the 
great spirit would strike him dead for 
tin* offense. 
Tilt* following su m m er the 
senora went to tin* mountains and liv­ 
ed among the Indians for three months, 
doctoring* the sick and giving presents 
of ribbons and gay calico to tin* wom­ 
en. 
Sin* became convinced that the

whence th** rich ort? cam e was 
Taiopa. Finally the old chief admitted 
that tin* mine was worked when he 
was a boy and ga vt* permission to two 
women of tin* tribe to lead the senora 
within <! few yards of (In* mine so that 
she might discover it for herself and 
saw* him from tin* penalty of sudden 
death for revealing it. Tin? three wom­ 
en traveled mostly at night, passing 
through deep canyons and over lofty 
menu tains. 
The fourth night some hours after 
dark tin* Indian women led her into a 
deep canyon and paused before* a large 
rock. 
In tin* dim moonlight ail old a r ­ 
rastra was seen and across tho canyon 
a largo ore dump. 
The w o m an gall) 
ered bits of ore from the dump, hut 
was hurried away by the squaws, who 
said they would be killed if they de­ 
layed beyond the time mentioned by 
their chief. 
They 
traveled 
till tin* 
moon went down, rested a few hours 
and went on before daylight, complete­ 
ly budling tin* Mexican w om an as to 
tin* route they had taken. 
They a r ­ 
rived at tin* pueblo at nightfall, hav­ 
ing taken four days to reach the mine 
and but one to return, the obvious con­ 
clusion being that she had been led iii 
a circle. 
Despairing of gaining more, 
the woman returned to her home, hut 
sin* hopes at some future time to con­ 
tinue the search. 
Tw o other mines which a re supposed 
to have been the property of the crown 
during tin* Spanish occupation and of 
which there are many romantic tales 
are tin* Reina Mercedes and the Casa 
Blanca. 
Both have been probably re­ 
discovered and 
worked under other 
names. 
The Reina Mercedes is sup­ 
posed to Im* one of the rich Conchena 
group and tin* Casa Blanca the Casitas 
mine. 
Near tin* latter is an ancient 
mine, now worked by a Mexican com 
pany. which has open cuts on the su r­ 
face for more than a mile and several 
miles of underground workings.

this mine, where once a large church 
stood, which lins long since fallen into

hells 
h a v e been 
found. 
They bear tin* n am e of G u ad a­ 
lupe d e Taiopa, thus leading many to 
the belief th at the Tajos mine is the 
long lost Taiopa.- New York Herald.
